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GENEALOGY 

FIRST AND SECOND GENERATIONS 

James Hosmer (1) son of Stephen and Dorothy {Selden) Bosmer, 
was baptized in Hawkhurst, Kent, England, Dec. 6, 1605. He 
sailed from London, Apr. 9, 1633, with his wife Ann (2), two- 
daughters, Marie (3) and Ann (4), and two maidservants. He 
landed at Cambridge (Newtowne), Mass. His wife and two chil- 
dren probably died the first winter. Soon after he went to Con- 
cord, Mass., took up land, and remained in Concord the rest of 
his life. The next two children, James (6) and Mary (7) were 
children of James and his wife Mary (5). Mary, the wife, was 
buried 11° (3») 1641. The other three chUdren, Stephen (9), 
Hannah (10), and Mary (11) are recorded as children of James 
and Alice (S). Alice died Mar. 3, 1664/5. James (1) died in 
Concord, Feb. 7, 16S5.

ESTATE: Granted three roods for a cowyard at Cambridge. 5 August 1533 [CaTR 5] Granted three acres of planting ground in the Neck of Land. 2 February 1633/4 [CaTR 7] 

Granted a proportional share of five in the grant of meadovK land 20 August 1635 [ CaTR 13] Granted five acres, 8 February 1635/6 [ CaTR 15] Credited with four "houses" in the 

Westend. 8 February 1535/5 [ CaTR 18]. 

In the Cambridge land inventory on 10 October 1635 Thomas Hosmer held five parcels: one house vifith backside in the Westend, about tvijo acres and a half (sold to Thomas Marriot 

[ CaBOP 52]): three acres on Long Marsh Hill: nine acres in the Neck of Land: two acres in Long Marsh" and eight acres in the Great Marsh [ CaBOP 31-32]. In 1642 Thomas Hosmer 

held two parcels in Cambridge: "in the town one dwelling house with about half a rood of ground" and "in the West Field five acres of land" [CaBOP 103]. 

In the Hartford land inventory of February 1539[/40] "Thomas Osmer" held five parcels granted to him: "one parcel on which his dwelling house now standeth with other outhouses. 

yards & gardens therein containing by estimation forty-one acres ... of meadow; and upland": two acres in the South Meadow: fourteen acres in the forty acres: ten acres "lying in 

Hockanum": and six acres and three roods in the swamp by the Great River [ HaBQP 277-78]. [This record is followed by three additional pages of land transactions involying the 

Hosmer family, but it is sometimes difficult to determine which of these pertain to the immigrant and which to his son Stephen [ HaBQP 279-81].) 

In his will, dated 7 February 1E85[/6] and proved 1 September 1687. 'Thomas Hosmer of Hartford" bequeathed to "my wife £5": to "my grandson Thomas Hosmore one third part of all 

my land in Hartford except what is otherwise disposed of. also £20 of stock .. but if he die before twenty-one years of age, to be divided equally betwixt my son Stephen's sons": to 

"my son Buckingham £150": to "my daughter Hunt £125": to "my daughter Hannah Malby £1S which is the reversion due to me of the estate of Josiah Willard of Wethersfield": to "my 

son-in-law Malby £5": to "my three grandchildren, Thomas Buckingham, Thomas Hunt S Hannah Hosmore. £5 apiece": to "the rest of my grandchildren 40s. apiece": "if any of my 

children shall bring up any of their children to leaming so as to make them fit for public service, to each such grandchild I bequeath £10 apiece to be paid them at the age of twenty-one 

years": "£S towards a free school in Hartford": to "the poor 40s."- "my books to be equally divided betwixt my son Buckingham and my son Stephen": to "the Rev. Mr. John Whiting 

£5"- to "my daughter Hunt and to my daughter Buckingham 20s. apiece": to "my son Buckingham in money 40s.": to "Rev. Mr. Samuel Hooker 40s."- to "my son Stephen Hosmore 

three acres of my meadlowland lying next Mr Hooker's in Hartford South Meadow, & my now dwelling house S barn & yard & orchard, whom also I appoint sole executor"- to "my 

daughter Hannah Malby 40s. ... & in case she Irve to be a widow & in want, I do bequeath her £20 more to be paid her as she needs it" to "the children of my kinsman Thomas Selden

Tlie inventory ofThomas Hosmerwas taken 14 July 1587 and totalled £1035 [ Manwarino 1:324]. 

BIRTH: Baptized Hawkhurst, Kent. 2 January 1602/3 son of Stephen and Dorothy (Selden) Hosmer [Hosmer Gen 5]. 

DEATH: Northampton 12 April 1687. 

MARRIAGE: (1) By about 1636 Frances . "Mrs. Osmer" was a frequent patient of John Winthrop's and last appeared in his records on 30 July 1668 when she syfliered from "a 

great beating of heart;" [WMJ 834]. She is said to have died on 15 February 1675.

Through there mother Dorothy Selden. Thomas and James Hosmer were uncles ofThomas Selden rif Hartrford [Hosmer Gen 9]. 

COMMENTS. On 6 June 1636 Thomas Hosmerwas one of three men ordered to "make a pen for the calves upon pain of 5s. apiece" [ CaTR 23] 

On 5 March 1644/5 the court "taking the carriage of Jeramy Addoms into consideration, find his misdemanor great, in adhenng to TTio{mas] Osmor in his misapprehensions about the 

execution, and giving him encouragement by provoking speeches to resist the officer" and "Tho[mas] Osmore. for some expressions used by [him] tending to the derogation of the 

justice of the Court upon an execution issued out of the Court is fined £6 13s. 4d " [ CCCR T123-24].
